Parcels there- 
fore arrive in London about eight days later 
than the Mail, Parecls may be sealed, but 
any parcel, even though “acaled, is liable-to 
be opened for examination. 

Parcels must be posted in Hongkong 
bofors 3 p.m. on the day before the depar- 
ture of the Mail.

Tho Postago is 40 conte per Ib., and 25 
cents each succeeding Jb or fraction of a ib.

The sendor must fill up-a form of Customs 
Declaration, which can be oblained free at 
each Post Office. No parcel can be accept- 
ed fill thia is completely and accurately 
filled. The only articles ordinarily. sent 
from China which are liable to duty are 
Tea and Tobacco. 


Dangerous or perishable goods, articles 
likely to injure thé Mails, Liquids (unless 
securely packed) or parcels easily crushed, 
stichas band-boxes, are prohibited.
